The main problem with the travel and tourism sector 
is that there is a lot of seasonal work on short-term 
contracts. The hours are sometimes long and hard, 
and many people consider working in tourism as 

a temporary option before they find jobs in other 
industries. 

The positive aspect is that the work is often interesting 
and varied. Tourism is a people-focused industry, which 
offers the opportunity to meet and help people from 
all over the world.

The changing role of VICs 


These days, many Tourist Information Centres 

(TICs) in the UK have changed their name to Visitor 
Information Centres or VICs. After research by the 
Scottish Tourist Board showed that 50 percent of 
visitors to TICs were Scottish and not ‘tourists’, TICs 
began to change. They started diversifying their 
services and designing publicity material not just 
for traditional tourists but for all kinds of visitors to 
the area. 


Not everyone thinks that this is a good thing. 
Some hoteliers, for example, think that VICs are 
unnecessary because most travel purchases are 
made before arrival. Visitors can get information 
from hotel receptions, taxi drivers or shop 
assistants. Visitors can also get online information 
24/7 using laptops or mobile devices in hotels 
with Wi-Fi connections. Many ViCs now have

information technology and interactive computer 
screens. Although the centres provide a useful 
service it costs a lot of public money to run them, 
which some believe could be used to promote the 
region in other ways. 


However, other tourism professionals believe 
that VICs are an effective way of promoting both 
regional and national tourism.

region and growth of the Mexican economy. 


Public funds were used to buy land and install 
necessary basic infrastructure: an airport, highways, 
drinking water, electricity, telephone lines, a 
convention center, golf course and harbors. Private 
investors also developed hotels, a shopping mall 
and other services. 


The increase in the number of visitors to Canctin 
was dramatic. In 1975, Cancun had 1,769 hotel 
rooms in service. By 2008, there were about 150 
hotels and more than 27,000 rooms. Cancun airport 
now handles 200 flights a day. Canctin’s population 
went up from 30,000 in 1980 to about 600,000 
today. Cancun is now only one part of an extensive 
tourist region along the Quintana Roo coast, on 
what is known today as the Mayan Riviera.

Accommodation in Moscow 


Despite expansion, there are still not enough hotels in the Russian capital to meet 
demand. The foreign visitor is, in effect, limited to hotels in three categories: luxury 
hotels, the newer mid-price hotels and the cheaper, more basic ex-Soviet hotels. 
Most luxury hotels are in the centre and offer a similar service to the best hotels in the 
West. However, a double room costs the equivalent of $300 per night or more. 


There aren’t many mid-price hotels and there are very few budget hotels that cost less 
than $100 per night. Many of the cheaper hotels and the ex-Soviet hotels are located 
far from the centre. 


It is best to reserve a room before arriving in Moscow. Hotels are often booked up 
months in advance, especially during the summer season. Visitors can get cheaper 
rates if they book with a travel agent or online, rather than reserve directly with a hotel.

Catering for a crowd 

When you're planning a large event, which is better — a sit-down meal or 

a buffet? Sandra Kellerman, executive chef and owner of London-based 
Kellerman Catering, says that buffets are better for parties with thousands of 


* guests. ‘Buffets give hungry guests access to food immediately,’ she says. 


She gives the example of the 25th anniversary party of a company, which 
Kellerman did the catering for the previous week. They set long tables with 
hors d’oeuvres so that the 3,000 employees could serve themselves when 
they arrived. Twelve large buffet stations offered both hot and cold items, 
and chefs at action stations provided both food and entertainment — the 
chefs cooked as guests watched. Kellerman also prepared a lot of food 
before the event. ‘Some items we don’t cook until required,’ Sandra explains. 
‘It ensures the culinary team doesn’t run out of food but that there isn't too 
much waste either.’ 


The quantity of food necessary is one of the hardest things to judge. The 
number and type of guests are a guideline. At last week's event ‘seventy 
percent of the guests were men, so we knew the amount of meat was key. 
Many large events use disposable products but at last week's event we 

used real plates, glassware and cutlery,’ Kellerman explains. As for the drink 
service, ‘the tables are designed so that there is enough room for the staff to 
serve three people at a time. Each table had 12 serving staff. All of them had 
experience working at stadiums and other big venues. These guys know how 


to make drinks fast.’

The Savoy, a Fairmont Managed Hotel, has 
undergone one of the most ambitious restorations 
in British history. Established in 1889 by theatre 
impresario Richard D’Oyly Carte, the hotel was the 
first to have innovations such as en suite baths and 
lifts called ‘ascending rooms’. Swiss hotelier, César 
Ritz, was the original hotel manager and Auguste 
Escoffier, one of the first celebrity chefs, ran the

The Savoy closed for nearly three years during 
refurbishment, which involved structural upgrades 
and refurbishment of elegant interiors in the 1930s 
Art Deco style. Designer Pierre Yves Rochon has 
carefully restored original features including the 
hotel foyer. 

New additions include the stately 325-square metre 
Royal Suite that Rochon has designed with one of 





the finest views of London. Thirty eight River Suites 
and guestrooms have been added. The Savoy has 
also introduced environmental technologies where 
possible, for example, a system that reuses the heat 
from kitchen appliances to preheat domestic hot 
water. 

More than 1,000 artists and artisans have worked 
on its restoration. General Manager, Kieran 
MacDonald, commented, ‘This project has not 
been without its difficulties ... but we believe that 
the hotel will reclaim its position as one of the 
world’s great hotels.’ 

Many celebrities have passed through its doors 
including Charlie Chaplin, Maria Callas, Marlene 
Dietrich and Frank Sinatra. The new Savoy has 
created nine personality suites that pay tribute to 
famous figures, such as the Marlene Dietrich Suite.

The purpose of tourism marketing is to 
communicate to potential customers what different 
destinations (countries, cities or attractions) have 
to offer. Most countries have a Government 
Tourism Administration (GTA), or National Tourist 
Board, which promotes the country abroad, often 
using offices across the world. Within a country, 
Convention and Visitors Bureaus (CVBs) — or Tourist 
Information Centres — are responsible for attracting 
visitors. Their main aim is putting ‘heads in beds’, 
whilst GTAs have the general responsibility of 
attracting visitors to a country. 

Market researchers usually divide their potential 
customers into different groups or segments, 
according to their age, gender, lifestyle and 
economic status. This helps marketeers to develop 
destination marketing campaigns that can target 


specitic groups or particular aspects of a destination. 





lf a destination has lots of outdoor facilities, the 
promotional material will have an active, sporty 
theme. However, if the destination’s attraction is 

its cultural heritage, the material will communicate 
nostalgic or emotional concepts and values. 

The different ways in which organizations promote 
their products is known as the marketing mix. This 
has four basic elements: product, price, promotion 
and place. ‘Promotion’ is about creating interest. This 
includes advertising campaigns and sponsorship, 
and using different media such as e-brochures and 
press releases. ‘Place’ refers to the channels of 
distribution: it is about getting tourism services to 
customers. This can be through travel agents or via 
social media and travel blogs on the internet, which 
offer an excellent way of personalizing marketing 
messages directly to the customer.

Hobbies and interests: These are usually listed at 


the end. Mention if you have been a member of a 
club or organization where you learnt useful skills, 


shouldn't be more than 100 words, e.g. | ama 
qualified front desk clerk with two years’ experience 
working for an international hotel chain ...

university. 


Referees: These are people in a position of authority 
who know you well and will give you a positive 
recommendation. If you include the names of two 
referees, also give their phone numbers and (email) 
addresses but make sure you check with them 

first! Many applicants often write: References and 
certificates available upon request. 


Education and qualifications and professional/ 
work experience: If you are a younger candidate 
without much work experience, list your education 
first. You can do this in chronological order but it is 
more usual to list it in reverse chronological order 
with the most recent place of study or job position 
first, e.g. Guide at the National Art Museum, 

20th December to present. If you have a lot of 
experience, then list your experience first and be 
selective — don't include jobs you only did for a short 
time, e.g. Cloakroom attendant, 199 Dance Club (3 
days).

According to the World Tourism 
Organization (WTO), the top region for 
international tourisrn is Europe, with 52 
percent, more than half the world’s total 
tourism market. France is the world's 

top destination, with nearly 77 million 
international arrivals last year. The USA was 


second, with nearly 60 million. China was 
in third position with 56 million, and Spain 
was fourth with 53 million foreign visitors. 
Another important statistic is the money 
inbound visitors spend in a country. This is 
known as ‘tourism receipts’. International 
tourism receipts were 919 billion US dollars 
last year — that's 693 billion euros. The 
USA has the top tourism receipts in the 
world, with 104 billion US dollars. Spain 
was in second position and France was 
third. The WTO also collects information 
on tourists’ spending habits. Tourists 

from Germany are the top spenders on 
international tourism. They spent 78 billion 
euros last year. Things are changing fast 

in the tourism industry and the WTO 
expects China to be the top international 
destination within the next five years. 
China is also showing the fastest growth in 
spending on international tourism in recent 
years.
